We hope that this may be taken as a 
sign that the varied troubles which 
have of late years afflicted China are 
atanend. ‘Ihe cessation of war with 
France in the spring no doubt put the 
country dealers iu better honrt, and 
couduced to the large business which 
was trausnoted during the quarter, 
But we should be ivoliued to say that 
the purchases which the Chinese made 
here were for absolute requirements in 
the interior markets, and that few of 
them were speculative, 

In the woollens trade there was a 
healthy decline in the import of oaralets, 
from 85,680 to 29,497 pieces, and wo 
reosived long ella to the amount of 
17,480, whereas in the same quarter of 
Inst year we got 21,571 pieces. All 
other descriptions of ‘woolleus wero 
excess of lust year, at the same tim 
Inatings 32,804 in place of 18,101, 
fig fustres and. orl 35,477 
ngainst 22,006, and Spanish stripes 
18,833 against 10,323 pieoes. In the 
metal trade the import of nailrod iron 
nud bar was the largest for many years, 
having been 107,055 piculs; lend was 
ouly 7,707 piouls, owing to its having 
been contraband of war during a part 
of the quarter; the import of copper 
bars and rods rose from 2,125 piouls 
in the same quarter Inst year to 11,751 
piculs iu this. There is nothing requi

A novel sight was witnessed on Friday 
afternoon, when several waterspouts were 
observed. These waterspouts appear to 
have commenced somewhere in the vicinity 
of the Little Beacon and travelled up to 
Shanghai in a westerly direction. At 
about a quarter past 3 o'clock a heavy 
black cloud was seen advancing over Puo- 
tung, and, shortly after, two waterspouts 
formed almost simultaneously, revolving in 
opposite directions, till they collided. ‘hen 
the cloud got blacker, aud there was ouly 
one waterspout left, but vivid flashes of 
lightnivg on each’ side of the spout 
rent the clouds, The waterspout became 
more defined, and descended considerably, 

ising ngain’ at intervals, then sud- 
donly darting down to the earth in a 
thin line, ‘This caused a commo' on 
the ground, and the water, probably 
from a creek, was seen ascending like 
slate-coloured smoke, ‘hen the water- 
spout apparently broke off, only to form 
again, Lt was almost trausparent, and at 
the two sides the water could be seeu curl- 
ing upwards with a thread in the centre 
coming down again, ‘The waterspout now 
disappeared altogothor in the bluck cloud, 
but at the back of Boyd's yard, as seen from 
the Associated Wharves, a whirlwind was 
‘observed to rise atraight up into the air, 
while the direction of the wind at B -yd’s 
yard was N,W, Suon the whirlwind mot the

AB-TAH versus CAROZzZI. 
‘Tae case of Al Tah v. Carozzi reported 
by us elsewhere suggests certain poiuly 
of interest to shipowners aud mariners. 
‘The plaiutifE was Sed engineor of the 
hk blockade runuer Ping-on, of 
which the defeudaut was master. ‘Lhe 
claim was for three months’ wages ab 
$30 per mouth from the date of tho 
ship’s seizure, ‘I'he decision proceeded 
on the evidence of the defeudaut to the 
effect that the plaintiff with eight or nine 
firemeu had voluntarily enlisted with 
the Frenob, agreeing verbally aud in 
general terms (0 take the Frenel rate 
of pay. No specific sum was named, 
‘The 2nd engineer, a foreigner, entered 
into a similar contract, aud bas made 
no claim against the ship: but he was 
not present when the plaintiff agreed 
to join the Freucb. ‘the implication 
of course was that by this uew contract, 
sanctioned as it was by the defendant 
as master of the Ping-on, the plaintiff 
must be taken to have cancelled his 
articles and couseuted to forego ult 
farther olaims against the Ping-on. 
The plaintiff's version of the transaction 
was to the effect that in concluding to 
work for the Freuch he was acting in 
fear of inourrivg their displeasure if 
he refused: avd consi that he 
was a prisoner and mast have known 
that bis captors could, if they chose, 
pat him to bard labour, without 
wage or gratuity, that was corteisily 
room for the plea of durese. TE the 
dispute bad been betweon ordivary 
persous the question would bave been 
simply one of the comparative value of 
testimouy. But the plaintiff was a 
veawan (4 lerm which for some pure 
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e8, a8 this, includes all officers other 
thau the master), aud a seamau by 
common consent is not a common per- 
son, His eoventrivity indeed is so well 
established that Parliament 
cially intervened to protect him agaiuet 
his own vagatios. ‘The Legislatare has 
been very jealous in defending his 
rights, feguarding his contra 
The Merchant Shipping Act requires 
oousiderable formality both in the hiring 
aud the discharging of seamev. Far 
bo it from us to avow the preposterous 
opinion that the marine engiueers are 
cousidered mentally, like the conies, a 
fosble folk, bat we appreliend they 
entitled to ask for the advantage of the 
law in their favour. Of course, under 
seizure, at the Pescadores, it was im- 
possible to comply with all legal forma- 
lity, but we should hardly imagine that 
that fuot should absolve the Captain from 
performiug those that be could. We 
believe for iustauce, that the Statute 
requires in évery contract of hiring 
that the amount of the seaman’s wages 
should be positively stated, and on 
every discharge that be should sigu a 
release tu the ship of all claims. We 
couceive therefore that the Captain of 
the Ping-on should in strictuess 
sacertaiued aud informed the plaiutiff 
aud the other meu of the exact amount 
they were to receive as wages from the 
Freuch iu the case of a contract upon 
which he meant subsequeutly to rely 
as 8 caucellation of the articles, aud 
even have poiuted out to them the 
disadvantage of withdrawing from the 
artioles and resigning all future olaime 
ou the Ping on in consideration of 
wages only about one tenth iu value of 
what they were earning on the Ping-on; 
‘ud fiually, that if they still persisted he 
ought to have taken from each of them 
# release to the ship in writing. Fuil- 
ing some such corroborative evidence 
it seems doubtful whether the upbold- 
ing as binding of an unsatisfactory 
aud verbal coutract of hiring, aud a 
woroly implied, and uot admitted, dis- 
charge from a British ship, was in 
acoordauoo with the letter or policy 
of British Iuw relating to seamen.

or otherwise. In auswer to the ques- 
tion what would lave been the rights of 
the plaintiff if he bad uot beeu held to 
have been discharged from the Ping.on 
we of course do uot presume to offer any 
opinion, ‘he two following extracts 
from Maglachlau ou the Law of Mer- 
chaut Shipping may perbaps interest 
our readers und serve to mark oue or 
two poiuts of distiuotion. “IE any 
—temporary—deteution of a ship Lap- 
pous during the voyage, by reason of 
superior force . . . . the fall 
wages aro due, uot ouly for the voyage, 
Dut for the time of detention also.” 
“JE the ship is arrested during the 
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voyage for . . . illegality of pur- 
pose ou the part of the omuers go that 
the voyage is lost, the seanien—uot 
being privy to the illegality—are en. 
titled if hired by the month, to their 
wages up to the time of seizure, and 
any expouses which they are neces: 
put to in consequence.” It seems that 
those who engage themselves knowing- 
ly in veutaresome voyages should take 
care to have their contraots specially 
prepared so as to guard against any 
unpleasant and probable contingeuoy 
—for instance, loss of wages. 














THE FUTURE DOMINATORS OF THE WORLD. 
A Feexca writer ou evolution a few 
years ago mado some very suggestive 
remarks upon the fature of the Yellow 
races, in the course of which he laid 
stress upou the theory of cycles in 
which Lumanity appears to move. He 
reprobated as unphilosophical the view 
that the Chiuese were ouly a people 
condemned to vegetate in au eternal 
infuuoy, reminded us that we were apt 
to be misled by the exceeding slowness 
of their natioual development, om. 
phasised the fact that they pussessed 
three of the greatest factors in civilisa- 
tiou long before they were kuown in 
Barope, and pointed out that the Chi 
mau was faet proving himeel£ to be the 
best colonist in the world. It is pro- 
bable, be said, that to become our 
equals the only thing these peuple want 
is the Elements of Enclid, When the 
first pages of that book appeared, the 
atic who uow march in the van 
of civilisation were still wandering about 
iu a savage state iu the primeval forests 
of Europe, “A long series of ge: 
tious was neoossary for those nations to 
quit the awaddling clothes and lispings 
of iufaucy, and to be uble to read the 
sublime pages issued from the schools 
of Ionia, Athens, and Alexandria some 
2,000 y before, whilst the Hellenic 
n, which was the great initiator of 
moveweut, hes for a long time 
been only au historical remiuiscon 
Why should there not be produced in 
the future ages of our species a similar 
displacement in the scale of races, to 
the advautage of some of the Mongol 
tribes? ‘The day will come wheu the 
men of the West, exhausted by the 
great expenditure of force which the 
work of civilisation entails, will become 
extiuot, a8 soon as it accomplished 
the normal oycle of its evolution ; if, 
then, the Mongols still preserve their 
preseut vigour, it is allowable to sup. 
pose that, with the kuowledge acquired 
through contact with us, they will in 
turn take our place, and be culled upou 
to gather the Leritage of the earth.” 
Now there is much suggestion for 
thought im these opivions, aud the 
writer shows cousiderable shrewduess 
iu jadgiug of the uatioual ebaracter iv 
selecting the Elements of Euclid as ove 
of the chief things necessary to complete 
it, The vagueness and auoircumstantia- 
ity of thought which characterises the 
Chinese is  uational defect, aud caunot 
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lopment, Anything that will impart 
greater accuracy and exactitude to their 
meittal processes, and give the syllogieu 
a deoper and more prominent position in 
their minds, mast toud to strengthen 
them, as a nation, toa material extent, 
difficult to accept the writer 
theory with regard to the wearing-out 
of the white races, In the firat place, 
the “ work of civilisation ” does not, as 
far as we oau see, involve the expen 
ditare of active force: it rather tends 
to render active force unnecessary—to 
supersede it by laying science under 
contribution with a view to acquiring 
the greatest possible resulte ut the 
amalleat possible expenditure. In the 
second place, statistios are against him, 
A somewhat remarkable article in a 
recent number of the Spectator collates 
fuots which point in a prooisely oppo. 
site direction, aud go to prove that 
whatever msy be the contest between 
the races of the earth the white man 
occupies au almost impreguable posi- 
tion, The actual figures ure indeed 
quite startling, for they prove that the 
increase of while men in the world 
is rapid to an extent andreamt-of by 
those who bave uever looked into 
the matter, It is barely two centuries, 
eays the writer, since the white races, 
though even then the most energetic of 
maukind, formed but a small fraction 
iu the total of humanity—probably 10 
per cout. of the whole—aud were by 
no meaus certain that they could de- 
feud themselves against the remainder, 
Aud what is their proportion to-day ? 
‘Lue white races Lave, since 1688, in 
oreased three-fold, aud to-day number 
uo less than 420,000,000 souls, ‘Ihe 
dark races are receding from before 
thor, aud the “heritage of the earth” 
in such places, eay,as Egypt, Borueo, 
Southern Asin, the two Amerions, aud 
the Islauds of the South Pavifio, is 
being steadily gathered iu by the 
whites, Of that oue great fact there 
cau be uo question, ‘The dark races 
are uot increasing in vombe 
they are being gradually dominated aud 
“crowded back” by the white men, whose 
numerical strength is growing rapidly 
year by year. ‘The only non-white race 
which Lolds its ground is the Mongol. 
‘The Chinese, in spite of rebellious, 
famines, aud floods, still claim to be 
considered vory uearly oue-thitd of the 
bumau race; they, too, are showing 
signs of spreading themselves hither 
aud thither, aud the Chinese colonist, 
by diut of sheer adaptability to cir. 
cumstances, patience, good humour, 
aud frogality, often thrives while the 
European starves, ‘The world may be 
the heritage of the white man, but it is 
a heritage that is uot entailed, aud a 
compromise will Lave to be come to 
when these two great forces find them. 
selves in collision, And, finally, the 
yellow populations are more bomo- 
geneous, aud have therefore more 
solidarity, than the white. ‘Teuton, 
and Celtic, aud Slay are wo; and 
for the white wan to maintain his 
supremacy there wust be uy falling out 
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among these three great divisions of 
the family. “If the Teuton and the 
Slav oan keep friends, the world is 
theirs; if not, there will be the most 
terrible atruggle recorded in history 
since the white barbarians fought the 
white Romans and their darker allies.” 
Here the question shows sigue of nar. 
rowing to national dimensions; and 
farther we do not intend to follow it, 
At present there is no English-speaking 
in existence which owns 
allegiance to a foreign flag; eo much, 
at any rate, for the present, ‘The future 
will take care of itself. But there 
seems no doubt that, to quote the 
Spectator once more, the Tarauian is 
the ouly race, not white, which should 
a hundred years hence be strong. 











‘THE PUBLIC HRALTH. 
Ir is always a dangerous thing for non~ 
professionals to tamper with matters of 
special knowledge. At the same time 
there are occasions on which those who 
not specialists may venture an 
opinion, partioularly when it is a ques- 
tion of the pablic health ; and we there- 
fore offer no apology for referring to the 
‘Sanitary Notice’ published elsewhere at 
the request of the Municipal Council. 
‘Phie yenr, as inmost previousyeara, there 
are reports current about great sickness 
d mortality among the Chinese, 
the Council has done wisely in calling 
the attention of the public to certsin 
mple rales by which tho dangers of 
infection may be very materially dimin. 
ished. The responsibility of carr, 
ont these hints rests of course 
individunle ; and we can only express a 
hope that every householder in Shang- 
Liai Will recognise the imperative neo 
sity of acting upon them, not only in 
i8 own interests but in the interests of 
all who live in the neighbour- 
hood, We have always thought, and 
wo still think, that the drains, yards, 
and back premises generally of all 
foreign houses ought to be subjected to 
regular supervision on the part of the 
Municipal servants; aud by this we 
mean that the Council shonld have the 
right to inepeot, through the mem- 
bers of its ‘Nuisance’ staff, every 
nook atid cranny of @ foreign com- 
pound in order to seo that everything 
is kept pure and wholesome. Any non- 
sense about people’s houses being 
their castles canuot be too strongly re- 
probated wlien it is question of the 
public health: for a question of the 
pablio health menns, in Shanghai, pa: 
ticularly daring the autumn, a question 
of life aud death. But what we wish 
to lay apecial stress upon to-day is the 
high advisability of taking some mea. 
sures to-counteract the imbecile im- 
pradenoes of the Chinese, to whi 
quite as much as to their filthy babit 
we believe much public danger is attri- 
bntable, Perhaps it would be scarcely 
possible for the Council to put a stop 
to the sale of unripe vegetables in the 
public streets ; and yet really wedo uot 
gee why some effort in this direotion 
















































































should not be made. No Municipality, 
as far as we know, permite the sale of 
articles which are unfit for human 
food. A butcher in Hongkew some 
months ago was severely dealt with for 
purchasing, with a view to sale, the flesh 
of a rabid dog. Tainted mest, or fish, 
ander all cireamstances would bo pro- 
hibited in the market ; but is evén such 
ese as that very much less fit for 
consumption than the horrible 
raw gourds with which the coolies iu the 
streets poison themselves during the 
hot weather? The very sight of one 
of these gruesome vegetables is sufii- 
cient to make one feel uncomfortable, 
and when it is considered that they are 
greedily and copiously eaten by thou- 
sauds of ignorant Chinese, who are 
otherwise poorly fed, who sleep more 
than half naked under heavy dewe at 
night, and who have not the most radi- 
mentary uotion of the simplest sauitary 
principles, the wonder rather is that the 
namber of those attacked with violent 
colic is not very much larger that it i 
If the Council is unable to prohibit 
traffic, it might we should think 
notices warning the Chinese agei 
the practice, p 
danger they incur from it, aud, we may 
add, supplying them with o larger 
number of public tea-tnbs from which 
to quench their thirat, Bat the Chi- 
nese are not the only imprudent people 
in the world. There are foreigners 
here, who ought to kuow better, yet 
who ran the most frightful 8, They 
Jond their stomachs with highly 
iced wines, quantities of raw fruit, and 
masses of those refrigerated compounds 
of oustard and fiavouring-matter which 
do duty in Shanghai for ice-cream:

‘The mutineers 
Mahommedans then left the camp in » 
swarm aud proceeded to attack the other 
cantonments, thinking that they would set 
the men aflame there also; but thanks to 
the vigilance and precaution of the officers 
none of the men could be induced to stir, 
80 the rebels decamped. 

Different companies were immediately 
started in pursuit, one of them being 
headed by the Momorialist and another by 
Liu Hung-fa, Brigade General of the Ili 
Division. “ The latter officer came up with 
the rebels and mutineers at a place called 
San-kuug, where they made a stand aud a 
fight ensued in which they were worsted, 
over hundred of them being killed and 
eight Mahommedans aud seveniveu muli- 
ueyts being taken prisouer, 
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‘The remainder of the gang escaped east- 
wards, and orders were at once given to 
II the garrisons in that direction to be on 
rt for them, while extra troops were 
added tv the pursing forces, QCommuuica- 
tions were also sent to the Governor of the 
New Dominion, the Acting Governor of 
Urumtsi, aud the Agent at Tarbagat‘ai, re- 
questing them to order careful prepar:

In consequence of the request of Your 
High Excellency dated the Ist August 1869 
(No. 166) we have herewith the honor to 
inclose the conditions, based upon the Most 
High stipulations dated the 19th July 1869, 
upon which we are prepared to accept a 
Concession for the establishment of Sub- 
marine Telegraph Connections between 
Russia, China, and Japan, 

‘At the same time we take the liberty 
‘as an exact elucidation of these conditions 
to submit the following to your High 
Excellency :— 

ad 1.—As neither we nor the Telegraph 
Administration have closely examined the 
local conditions of Possietta Bay with re- 

ard to the question of landing a ‘Telegraph 
Eublo there’ ‘we cannot unconditionally 
accept Possietta Bay as a landing point, as 
the durability of a Cable depends upon the 
right selection of the landing place. 

The same as regards the landing places 
on the Coasts of Japan and China ; and it 
must further be considered that the hostile 
diyposition of Japan has the effect at pre- 
sent of making the Japanese harbours 
highly unsafe for Europeans and that there- 
fore the establishment of Telegraph Stations 
will be almost impossible, In China, on the 
other hand, the landing of the Cables is 
dependent upon the special circumstance 
that the Chinese Government only allows 
the landing of Cubles in those settlements 
which have by existing treaties been set 
aside for the usc of the Europeans. If 
therefore these settlements should not be 
found suitable for the purpose, the Chinese 
Government will have to be influenced to 
take the necessary allowances; and this 
again can only be brought about by the 
diffcrent states interested. 

According to our view, the Russian Gov- 
ornment must take upon themselves the 
obligation of obtaining these allowances by 
diplomatic means ; as the whole undertakin 
‘nuab be of grent ‘political and commercial 
interest for Russia, and as it would there- 
fore be a political mistake to leave us, the 
founders of a Russo-Danish enterprise, who 
can only exist in China and Japan if pro- 
tected by Russia, either without that pro- 
tection, or to compel us to scek the protec- 
tion from a foreign Government, for instance 
England. In the latter case the whole 
undertaking would not only become de- 
pendent on that foreign Power, but it would 
in particular just contribute to raise the 
commercial and political influence of that 
Power in China 

ad 2.—) us experience has shown 
that the difficulties in establishing Sub- 
marine Telegraphs only consist in the laying 
of the cables and in the raising of the same 
in case of eventual interruptions. This 
work constitutes the main part of the cost 
of the undertaking in connection with the 
keeping up of a strongly manned steamer 
for the supervision of the cable. In 
Europe and in fact in all countries where a 
mercantile marine exists, ships and crews 
can at any time be hired ; consequently 
the timely laying of the cables, as also the 
repairsafterinterruptions, is always secured. 
In China and Japan this is however utterly 
impracticable. ‘The company must, there- 
fore, if they will not share the fate of the 
Telegraph Company for the Red Sea, who 
had to abandon restoring their interrupted 
cable on account of the too heavy expenses 
to be incurred, be obliged to constantly 






























keep their own ships with the necessary 
crews on the spot, and if this has to be done 
exclusively out of the telegraph’s receipts, 
the latter cannot in the most favourable 
circumstances suffice to cover the outlays. 

When in addition hereto the very consider- 
able outlays are considered which must be 
incurred for the manufacture of the cables 
in Europe and especially for the transport 
to and the laying in China and Japan— 
outlays which may amount to six millions of 
roubles—it is evident that the undertakin; 
Behighly unsafe for those who have to find 
the capital. 

‘The consideration of these circumstances 
has brought us to the conclusion that the 
enterprise can only be carried out and be 
secured for the future if the cables are ma- 
nufactured in Russia, and the Company has 
an establishment there in order that they 
may always have the necessary steamers 
and crews at their disposal, without having 
to keep them up constantly. We conse- 
quently intent to construct steamers to 
be used for commercial purposes between 
Russia, China and Japan, and to establish 
a cable manufactory and a colony of work- 
men on some spot of the Russian coast 
within the Amur District. 

As the founding of such a Settlement 
will besides have the advantage that the cul- 
ture of the place in question, say Possietta 
for instance, will be considerably raised by 
such a population, we believe that the Im- 
perial Government will not, in consideration 
of these advantages, hesitate to assign to 
us the necessary land for these establish- 
ments. 

ad 3,—In laying the cables it is for two 
reasons necessary that a man-of-war should 
accompany the cable ships: first in order 
to protect the eable ships, which ean only 
sail slowly against the Chinese pirates ; 
secondly in order to give the Chinese and 
Japanese Governments striking proofs of 
the protection of the Imperial Government 
of the undertaking and thus obtain greater 
security for the same. 

ad 4.—The Government claims as caution 
money 150,000 roubles in 5 per cent. State 
Inscriptions in order to secure the due 
fulfilment of the obligations to be entered 

‘0 by the Company. We believe that in 
Rassia all valuables guaranteed by the 
Goverment rank equally, and we therefore 
consider it unfair that only one particular 
description of the same will be accepted, 
the more so as with the 
Imperial Statutes it has been made lawful 
to accept all such papers. 

Independent hereof the founders might 
by these stipulations become subject to 
losses in consequence of fluctuations of the 
exchanges, which cannot really be the in- 
tention of the Govertiment. The selection 
of the papers to be deposited as caution 
money should therefore in fairness be left 
to the Concessionaires. 

With regard to the amount of the caution 
money and the influence it may have as a 
guarantee of the carrying out of the under- 
standing, we are of opinion that the amount 
neither corresponds with the expense which 
the Government will incur in constructing 
the Telegraph to Possietta, nor that it is in 
such proportion to the cost of the cables, 
which will amount to about six million 
roubles, that the Company would on 
‘account of that caution money be com- 
pelled to fulfil the obligation they have 
taken upon themselves. 

Should it ultimately, after the concession 
had been obtained, for instance, be found 
that the Concessionaires had ‘calculated 
wrongly and that the business would not 
pay, there is no doubt that the Company 
would prefer the loss of 150,000 roubles to 
the uncertainty of a profit, and the cables 
would then not be laid, whilst the Govern- 
ment would be constructing their landline 
and suffer a great loss. 

, The same case might arise if the conces- 
sion is given without regard to the personal 
| qualities, the business capacities, and the 

objects of the Founders, to anyone who 
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might perhaps only use it as a protection 
dgeinst competition with another aimallar 


undertaking. 

This latter case might in the present 
instance possibly ‘as there are at pre- 
sent two Companies in London, who have 
already commenced their work for the pur- 
pose of proceeding from India by two 
different routes in order to carry their Tele- 
graphs via Singapore and Rangoon to China 
and Japan, and who are perhaps simulta- 
neously through their agents competing for 
the Russian Concession. Hence the caution 
money has no meaning whatever, and does 
not secure the Imperial Government in the 
least. ‘The granting of the Concession would 
therefore haveto depend only upon the Con- 
cessionaires being able to carry out the un- 
dertaking both from a material and personal 
standpoint, and upon the objects they 
have in view. The incontestable truth of 
these views will at all events not bo lost 
sight of by the Imperial Government, if in 
general, as we do not doubt, tho great com- 
mercial’ and political importance of tele- 
graph connections with China is duly esti- 
mated andfullyadmitted, and if the Govern- 
mentreally wish to have these connections, 
In this case we are firmly convinced that 
the coneession for the telegraphs to China 
and Japan cannot be granted to anyone 
else but to ourselves, as we are neither 
Agents of English Companies nor do we 
intend to sell the concession to English 
founders ; onthe contrary, we come forward 
as perfectly. independent founders, which 
we have sufficiently shown the Government, 
Uy tho cables already laid by us betareen 

ingland, Norway, Denmark, Sweden and 
Russia. "In connection herewith wo think 
that the 24 millions of roubles material 
value of these cables constitute a guarantee 
which none of our competitors can show. 
At the same time we take the liborty of 
adding that we intend as soon as possible 
to Iny a cable vit Iceland and Greonland 
to Canada in America, as will be seen from 
the eneloned Act of Parliament, (Voucher 

0. 1). 

With regard to the conditions respecting 
tho payment of the caution money of 
150,000 roubles we venture to make it a 
condition that after the laying of the firs. 
telegraph cable in the Chi

fuldl our obligations, No doubt this will 
be deemed a sufficient guarantee as such a 
cable would represent at least 500,000 
roubles.

Besides this, as already remarked in. Art, 
4 of this letter, two English Companies 
have commenced the works. for two. Sub- 
marine lines from India. to. the; Chins 
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cipal Chinese and Japanese coast towns as 
proved by the Prospectus of the two Com- 
panies herewith enclosed. There are thus 
now three competition lines being deve- 
Tofed, which if carried out will make the 
Concession of the Imperial Russian Govern- 
ment absolutely unnecessary and will prove 
incontestably that telegraph connections 
with China and Japan are a necessity and 
of importance for the English interests ; as 
England, when merchants and Government 
in trade and in politics pursue a joint aim, 
finds no difficulty about millions to make 
their influence felt and to subordinate 
foreign nations. 

‘The competition of the Chinese landline 
can be made harmless if the Russian Go- 
vernment take upon themselves as we have 
pointed out in Art. 6 of our conditions the 
obligation to forward the correspondence 
of the coast places by means of the cable 
Tines in favour of the Concessionaires. 

‘It would be another matter, however, 
with regard to the Indo-Chinese lines if the 
English companies should succeed in ex- 
tending these lines to the Chinese coast, 
and to lay their cable between the Chinese 
and Japanese ports ; in which case the pro- 
ject of the Russo-Chinese-Japanese lines 
would find no supporters, and become dead 
for over. The immediate consequence here- 
of would then unquestionably be the com- 
mercial and political supremacy of England 
in China and Japan, and the diminution of 
such supremacy as Russia has exercised in 
China during the last contury. 

‘The Imperial Government can only meet 
this competition by the specdiest and most 
resolute action, that is to say by expediting 
the granting of the concession as much as 
possible, and to give it to such founders 
as are independent of English influence, 
and who can anticipate the English com- 
panies in the establishment of the telegraph 
connections between China and Japan. 
—In Article 18 of the Most Highcon- 
firmod stipulations no provision is made with 
rogard to what has to become of the cablo of 
the Company at the expiration of the thirty 
years term of the concession, if the Compa- 
hy does not obtain a new concession from 
the Government.

the establishments, which value corresponds 

vith the establishments and the advantages 
which they bring. We are obliged to 
ecure ourselves in this respect as we would 
not without such a firm assurance respecting 
the possession of the land be able to induce 
anybody to settle at Possiotta 

We take the liberty to add to the afore- 
said a humble request that the circum- 
stances as mentioned by us may after due 
consideration and examination be submitted 
to the Committee of Ministers for their spe- 
cial information on the subject, and we do 
not doubt that your High Excellency as 
well as the Conimittee will acknowledge 
our trustworthiness and business capacity 
and then in the true patriotic interest grant 
us the concession for the establishment of 
the Japanese-Chinese Telegraphs on the 
conditions as herewith annexed.

After a ‘time the 
lanyards of the lee rigging chafed out, and 
this liberated the wreckage, which disap- 
peared ; but it was found’ that the water 
was increasing in the hold fast. Iu the 
morning it waa found that the water had 
increased to 15 feet, and in fifteen minutes 
it rose six inches.’ Captain Smith went 
below, expecting that aome of the plauks had 
ustorein underthecounter by the 
age of fore aud main maste which w 
al me of it floating to windward ; 
but he found that the rudder port was very 
much damaged, aud as the vessel had settled 
down so much, the water was commg in 
like a mill sluice.
